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Russia In The League? 


A new foreign policy has been launched by the Russian 
Soviet government, says an American correspondent at Berlin. 
According to his information, supported by the attitude of a lead­ 
ing Russian newspaper, Russia is making a complete about-face 
and, after having scorned and fought the league of nations, is now 
willing to join it 
Locarno, he says, opened the eyes of the Soviet leaders—as 
it did, for that matter, of the rest of the world. 
The results of 
that conference are regarded as evidence of a sincere desire for 
peace, “especially in England, where the workers will no longer 
tolerate war.” Europe wants peace, say the Russian Communists, 
if only for economic reasons, and they feel that “they cannot stay 
out of a club of peaceful nations without hurting themselves.” So 
lf the Locarno pact is ratified, and Germany becomes a member 
of the league, Russia may follow soon. 
Would Bolshevist-Soviet-Communist Russia lie welcomed as 
Germany is? That is hard to say. There will doubtless be oppo­ 
sition to her by nations that fear Communist propaganda in the 
guise of league activity. 
Others will argue that application for 
membership in the league means that Russia herself is eager for 
peace. 
Certainly there can be no assured peace in Europe, even after 
Locarno, as long as Russia remains an outcast, at swords’ points 
with the other powers, If she is not within the league, an under­ 
standing and a workable arrangement will have to be made with 
Russia sonu .uw.

Compulsory Voting 


Now Australia is going to have an election, and with an un­ 
usual condition. For once, perhaps, the voting itself will be more 
interesting than the people and the things voted for. Australia 
has a new law which voting is compulsory. Stay-aways will go to 
jail, unless they can furnish a mighty good reason for their ab­ 
sence from thq polls. 
A half-hearted effort of this sort was made some time ago, 
with indifferent results. But now there is a new law with teeth 
in it. 
We shall see what we shall see, and the result may help in 
working out our own voting problem. There are plenty of good 
citizens in this country ready to demand a similar law. 
Others 
will be inclined in the future, as in the past, to question whether 
it pays to drive citizens to the polls—whether an unwilling and un­ 
interested voter is any better than no voter—whether it isn’t well 
to keep voting a privilege rather than a forced duty—whether it 
Isn’t all right, everything considered, that those who won’t take 
the trouble to help govern should be governed by those who will.

Certainly such guidance would work wonders in the practice 
of citizenship. It would also work wonders in other branches of 
living. 
The search for an understanding of facts would go far 
toward developing fine tolerance. It would help to eliminate prej­ 
udices and mistakes and cruelty. Facts alone are not all powerful, 
who look ant for the geyyoon'g 
but the honest search for them is very enlightening and broaden­

Local Teacher Exchange 


The exchange of teachers and professors between countries 
in becoming more common and is proving of definite value in pro­ 
moting international understanding and educational progress. The 
president of the Educational Institute of Scotland, finding such 
exchange very useful, suggests that the same plan be applied at 
home. 
That is, she would have an exchange of city and rural 
teachers. 
She believes this would create sympathy for each 
other’s point of view’ and would develop a mon broad-minded out 
look on the part of both types of teachers. 
It is an interesting suggestion. To make it work at all suc­ 
cessfully, however, in this country, at least, the teaching standards 
cf the two sections would have to be harmonized. At present in 
many of our rural communities, the requirements and qualifica­ 
tions of teachers are placed too low. 
Young men and women of 
little education and no special preparation are frequently allowed 
to teach, while in some of the cities college or normal training, or 
both, are required. 
It would be an excellent thing if teaching standards through­ 
out the country Jould all be brought up to the highest level now- 
established, one which includes requirements of personality as wa ll 
as pedagogical training. 
This would mean making salary scales 
more nearly uniform, too, but that should mean progress.

The idea of a lighthouse memorial 
to tho First Admiral originated in the 
mind of an American, William E. Pul­ 
liam, resolver general of the Domin­ 
ican republic. 
He broached the sub­ 
ject to the people of that nation and 
received an enthusiastic response. 
A committee was formed, made up 
of Dominicans, which set out on 
a 
campaign to bring about the realiza­ 
tion of the project. All the countries 
of the Americas were responsive, and 
even European nations welcomed Hie 
idea. 
There Is now a working organ 
lzatlon in Santo Domingo city which 
is making steady progress toward the 
completion of plans for the memorial 
A recent message from Cuba states 
that cooperation from that country 
may be counted on, while the Pan 
American congress, sitting at Santiago 
de Chile, May 7, 1925, lent its indorse­ 
ment. When the fundamental plans of 
organization and financing are com­ 
pleted an architect*' competition will 
be held, and a design selected. 
The burial place of Columbus was 
long a subject of controversy, but of 
late years ft baa been established al­ 
mas* beyond doubt that the caathe- 
dral of Santo Domlugo city houses his 
bones. 
Columbus died in Valladolid. Spain, 
in the year 150(1. 
In 1613 his body 
was removed to Seville, where it re­ 
mained for more than 20 years. 
In 
1637, however, in accordance with his 
expressed wishes it was transferred 
to Santo Domingo city and laid in the 
cathedral, which had been erected in 
1614 at the Imperial order of Ferdi­ 
nand and Isabella, and is one of the 
moat important religious buildings lo 
tho Western Hemisphere today. Co­ 
lumbus was hurled beside the bodies 
of his son and brother. 
In 1795 Spain, by treaty, ceded tho 
I island of Santo Domlugo- the modern 
(Haiti and the Dominican republic— 
to France. 
Th® Spanish officer in 
( barge of the Island decided that It 
would he unworthy of his country ani 


himself to leave the casket cf one so 
illustrious in tho service of Spain in 
foreign bauds, so he ordered it re­ 
moved to Havana. 
This was done 
with great solemnity and ceremony. 
or. rather, what was believed to he 
the casket af Columbus was removed. 
In 1877 the cathedral, being In need 
of repair, was being worked over by a 
group of workmen. There had been 
vague rumors in Santo Domingo cit/ 
that Columbus’ body was still in the 
cathedral and that it was that of his 
son Diego which had been removed 
to Havana, but the people had paid 
u'» attention to them. When, however, 
these workmen, digging In the ancient 
walls, ran on‘to forgotten doors and 
half-buried compartments, und repos­ 
ed the discovery of a casket, these 
rumors gained credence. And later, 
when, in the presence of the archbish­ 
op ami an august group of foreign dig. 
nitaries and representatives, this cas­ 
ket was unearthed 
and the words 
First Admiral found Inscribed upon it, 
the rumors became fact and with sa­ 
lutes of cannon and many ceremonies 
the Dominican republic hailed the dis­ 
covery of tho tomb of the discoverer 
of America. 
Then followed years of rest for the 
Genoan in the cathedral built by the 
monarchs he served. His mausoleum 
Is in it now, but what is considered to 
be a more distinguishing memorial to 
him will bouse It soon. 
Pan American Heroes. 
The Hall of Heroes in 
the 
Pan 
American Union building is situated in 
the west corridor on tho second floor 
and it is planned t.o have a bust of 
each national hero in the Western 
Hemisphere deposited there. Kneader, 
Paraguay, and Nicaragua will, after 
the presentation of Durate’s image, 
be the only ones unrepresented.

New Columbus Memorial. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Tile Pan 
American Union 
recently made two 
announcements, which doming on the 
heelx of tile unveiling of San Martin’s 
staiue, indicate that this organization 
and Interests allied with it are making 
progress in their effort to link the 
Americans with friendship. These an­ 
nouncements were that there would 
be erected at Santo Domingo City, 
capital of the Domlnician Republic, a 
memorial to Christopher Columbus, 
who, according to most present-day 
authorities Is buried there, and that 
the Domlnician Republic soon would 
present a statue of Juan Pablo Du­ 
arte, its George Washington, to the 
Hall of Heroes in the Pan American 
building here. 
The former announce­ 
ment will, no doubt, be of great inter­ 
est to Americans. 
The memorial to Columbus will be 
a unique affair. 
It will be a light­ 
house. This Faro de Colon—Ugbt of 
Columbus— will be one of the highest 
lighthouses In tho world. It will look 
out from Santo Domingo City at tho 
ships passing to and from the Panama 
Canal, and its flashes, arranged in 
Morse code, will spell out Colon. 
Tile type of light that will be used 
will be an 
Innovation In lighthouse 
beacons. It is called the Neon Light. 
made possible by new colors discover­ 
ed at the end of the spectrum. It is 
of reddish yellow color and Is very 
penetrating, being plainly discernible 
in heavy fogs. It is cheap and ie in 
use along the London-Paria airway. 
It cun be operated on one-fourth the 
power needed for an ordinary electric 
light of the same size. 
The lighthouse will be a combina­ 
tion 
It is planned to make it a shrine 
to Columbus and there will be a mus­ 
eum of Columbus relics In it. Like­ 
wise there will be a temple dedicated

In an cfiort to encourage the reading 
of good 
books, the 
Rotary 
club, 
through tho Boys Work committee 
has instituted a book reading contest 
among the boys of both the public and 
parochial schools. 
More than 200 
books have 
been 
placed on the shelves of the Carnegie 
Library, most of them furnished by 
the club, which boys taking part In 
the contest have been asked to read. A 
list of 50 books for boys between tho 
ages of 8 and 1 2, has been arranged; 
another list is suitable for boys be­ 
tween the ages of IL* and 18 years. 
In addition, 50 books covering a gen­ 
eral selection and 50, suggested by 
the Ohio Reading Circle, have been 
provided. 
Each boy will be asked to read at 
least two of the books and then write 
an essay of not more than 500 words 
on the subject, ‘ What I liked Best 
about tho hooks I read.'* The youth 
writing the best essay from each room 
will be known as the "Honor Boy" 
and w ill be a guest at some entertain, 
ment to be given at the close of the 
contest by the club. 
Tile club will donate fountain pens 
as prizes to one boy from each of tho 
eight grades who turns in the best 
essay. A beautiful Amt riean flag also 
will he furnished the room which has 
the largest number of entrants in the 
contest. 
Tho high school boys may Compete 
In this contest by reading any of the 
books contained in the list of books re­ 
quired in their English courses, sub­ 
mitting an essay dealing with tho 
same subject afterwards. 
All books must be read and essays 
submitted to the teachers In each of 
the respective rooms not luter than 
March I, 1926. 
The winners will be 
announced as soon as the judges pass 
upon tho essays. 
The club has arranged to loan sets 
of five books where more than one 
half of the boys enrolled in each room 
havo agreed to read two or more of 
the books, making them eligible 
to 
take part in the contest. The Ohio 
Reading Circle, a state organization, 
issues a certificate to boys who read 
three or more books listed by them in 
a school year. 
If this custom is fol­ 
lowed for four consecutive years a 
diploma will be presented at the end 
of the last year. 
This is tho second year that the Ro­ 


sa ry club has .sponsored a book read 
ing contest among the boys in school 
but last year no prizes were offered 
Charles R. Boyce is chairman of 
tile Boy's Work committee of the club 
in charge of the campaign. Literature 
explaining the proposed contest, has 
beeu distributed among the various 
scboools. Readin will begin tam ed- 
ately. Between $200 and $$60 will be 
required to purchase the necessary 
books, fam ish prizes and meet other 
costs in connection 
with 
the 
cam 
paign.

Russia In T he League? 


A new foreign policy has been launched by th e Russian 
Soviet government, says an American coiTeflpondent at Berlin. 
According to his information, .supported by the attitude of a lead 
ing Russian newspaper, Russia is making a complete Abotit-facc 
and, after having scorned and fought the league of nations, is now 
willing to join it. 
Locarno, he says, opened the eyes of the Soviet leaders—as 
it did, for that matter, of the rest of the world. 
The results of 
that conference are regarded as evidence of a sincere desire for 
peace, “especially in England, where the workers will no longer 
tolerate war.” 
Europe wants peace, say the Russian Communists. 
if only for economic reasons, and they feel that “they cannot stay 
out of a chil) of peaceful nations without hurting themselves.” So 
lf the Jjocarno pact is ratified, and Germany Ii worn cs a member 
of the league, Russia may follow soon.

During the days preceding the recent election Miss Belle 
Sherwin, president of the National League of Women Voters, 
urged citizens to cast their ballots “guided by facts, not hearsay 
or propaganda.” 
It was such excellent advice and so well applica­ 
ble to other matters than voting that it is worth repeating even 
though the election is over. 
Miss Sherwin believes that sound self-education is necessary 
to make democracy successful. 
For that end, too, the habit of 
accepting hearsay evidence must be overcome. 
The trustworthi­ 
ness of sources of information should be proved. 
People need to 
develop an appetite for facts and for an understanding of them. 
Certainly such guidance would work wonders in the practice 
of citizenship. 
It would also work wonders in other branches of 
living. 
The search for an understanding of facts would go far 
toward developing fine tolerance. 
It would help to eliminate prej­ 
udices and mistakes and cruelty. Facts alone are not all powerful, 
but the honest search for them is very enlightening and broaden­ 
ing .

In an effort to encourage tho reading 
of good 
books, the 
R otary 
club, 
through tho Boys W ork com m ittee 
has instituted a book reading contest 
among Die boys of both the public and 
parochial schools. 
More than 200 
books have 
been 
placed on the shelves of the Carnegie 
Library, m ost of them furnished by 
the club, which boys taking p art la 
tho contest have been asked to read. A 
list of ho books for boys betw een the 
nges of 8 and 12, has been arranged; 
another list is suitable for boys be­ 
tw een the ages of 12 and 18 years. 
In addition, 50 books covering a gen­ 
eral selection and 50, suggested by 
the Ohio R eading Circle, have been 
provided. 
Each boy will be asked to read at 
least two of the books and then w rite 
an essay of not more than 500 words 
on life subject, "W hat I liked Best 
about the books I read.’' The youth 
w riting the best essay from each room 
will be known as the "H onor Boy" 
and will be a guest a t some en tertain , 
m ent to be given at the close of the 
contest by the club. 
The club will donate fountain pens 
as prizes to one boy from each of tho 
eight grades who turns in the best 
essay. 
A beautiful Amt rican flag also 
will be furnished the room which has 
the largest num ber of en tran ts in the 
contest. 
The high school boys may Compete 
in tills contest by reading any of the 
books contained in the list of books re ­ 
quired in their English courses, sub­ 
m itting an essay dealing w ith tho 
sam e subject afterw ards. 
All books m ust be read and essays 
subm itted to the teachers In each of 
the respective room s not luter than 
March I, 1926. 
The w inners will be 
announced as soon as the judges pass 
upon the essays. 
The club has arranged ip loan sets 
of fivo books w here more than one 
half of the boys enrolled in each room 
have agreed to read two or m ore of 
the books, m aking them eligible 
to 
take part in the contest. The Ohio 
Reading Circle, a state organization, 
issues a certificate to boys who read 
three or moro books listed by them in 
a school year. 
If this custom is fol­ 
lowed for four consecutive years a 
diploma will be presented at the end 
of the last year. 
This la tho second year that the Ro­ 


tary club baa sponsored a book read ­ 
ing contest am ong the boys in school, 
but last year no prizes w ere offered. 
C harles R. Boyce is chairm an of 
the Boy’s W ork com m ittee of the club 
in charge of the campaign. L iterature 
explaining the proposed contest, has 
beeu distributed am ong the various 
scboools. Readin will begin irnrned- 
ately. 
Betw een $200 and $260 will be 
required to purchase the necessary 
books, furnish prizes and m eet other 
costs in connection
